* Barn Ventilation 

The recent cold spelj has remind¬ 
ed us that some of the hog barns, 
poultry houses and dairy barns re¬ 
quire improvement in the ventilat¬ 
ing system. If any of these build¬ 
ings are not adequately insulated 
and ventilated, excessive condensa¬ 
tion on the walls and ceiling oc¬ 
curs and often the air is very foul. 
Neither of these conditions provide 
a healthy envirenient for ariimals 
and disease and lower production 
may result. 

To maintain a satisfactory tem¬ 
perature and adequate ventilation, 
.the barn must be properly insul¬ 
ated, says J. L. Reid. Assistant Ex¬ 
tension Engineer, Alberta Depart¬ 
ment of Agriculture. Two inches of 
rock wool, fibre glass or vermicu- 
lite or their equivalent, or 3” of 
shavings is the suggested thickness. 
For ceiling insulation 4” of the 
above material or .6” of shavings 
is the suggested thickness. A vapor 
papei- waxed paper or 1 polyethylene 
barrier such as asphalt, coated 
film should be placed between the 
inside sheathing and the insulation 
to prevent, the water vapor from 
passing into the insulation. 

There are essentially two basic 
ventilating- systems; the natural 
draft system and the forced air or 
fan ventilating system. The natural 
draft system allows the warm foul 
air to escape through an insulated 
exhaust shaft which extends 
through the attic or loft and up 
past the ridge board. In the forced 
air- or fan ventilating system, an 
electric fan in the wall is used to 
exhaust the foul air. Both systems 
wofk satisfactorily but require ade-

use a portable electric drill. Al¬ 
though the drill was provided with 
a three-wire cord which incorpor¬ 
ated a grounding conductor, a two 
prong rap only was connected to 
the end of the cord • with the 
grounding wire being left un¬ 
attached. The two prong cap was 
then plugged into an extension 
cord which in turn was connected 
to a receptacle in the residence. 

A fault had occurred in the drill 
and when the victim pulled the 
trigger, which energized the drill, 
in the frame of the tool also became 
an energized. This resulted in a suf- 
, t ,_ ficient flow of current to cause his 
( , k death. 

(2) A portahle electric pump was 
being used to drain a sump. Again, 

0 the pump was connected without 
-proper provision for grounding. 

°* The victim of this accident was 
n standing in the water in the sump 
a{ when the pump contacted him and 
he received the fatal shock. 
ns Once again a fault had occurred 
or in the machine or its connections 
which caused approximately 115 
as volts to appear bn the frame of the 
. pump. 

(3) A maintenance worker 
' ’ touched a terminal carrying ap- 

’ c ” proximately 120 volts while he was 
JS engaged in his routine duties and 
the resulting current ffow through 
BS his body caused his. death. 

These accidents emphasize two 
rL ‘ very important points: 
a 1. FJectrical equipment must be 
n * properly grounded when used ad- 
l ' jacent to ground or grounded sur- 
n, ‘ faces. 

2. So-called "low voltage” - in the 
order of 115 volts - should be treat¬ 
ed with as much respect as higher 
voltages. It can kill just as easily 
■ under the right circumstances.
